Name y: oo Stewardship, Study, Service, and Soul- 
winning. A standard of excellence containing ten points is placed 
before each local society to help the same to fulfil these definite 


aims, The wrk is steadily progressing and we have much to 
encourage us. 
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The number of local organizations are now 1,404 of which 
77] are Woman’s Missiona Societies and the other Young People’s. 
Of this number of W. M. U., 88 are new organizations ; of the 
People’s 161 are new organizations. This gro is not 
what it should be, but it has given us healthy organizations. We 
attribute this in large measure to mission study. Our women and 
young people are Jevoting more time and atention to the study 
of missions than ever before. This past year Mississippi reported 
35 per cent of all the classes doing mission work within the bounds 
of the Southern Baptist Convention.

000.000 each year rather $75,000,000 in five years. 
$28,776,937 more have been given by Southern Baptists to 


Missions, Christian Education, and Benevolences since the begin- 
ampaign then they gave the four years preceeding it. 
They have gained 57 districts Associations, 881 active ministers, 
3,068 new local churches, 3.287 Sunday Schools, with 459.223 
pupils, 8.688 B. Y. P. U's, with 233.917 members, 7,904 W. M. U. 
organizatins, baptized 762 880 persons, and spent $45,405,118 more 
than during the preceeding four years. Yet some will say that the 
campaign has ailed. In the face of such wonderful gains how 
can one think we have failed, even though we have not collecte« 
as many dollars up to this time as we like to have collected. 

Not only the above testifies to God's favor toward the cam aign 
but the following are indicative of His smiling upon it . e 
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nce in our Baptist Schools has increased 14 per 
these schools during the four years of the 
, about 45 per cent of all that had been given 


fore. Two new orphanages have 

built making the number supported by Southern Baptists 19. To 
these the campaign has given $3,750.00. It is wndetel to care for 
the children who know not the love of father or mother and yet 
2000 were turned away last year because we did not have room. 
We now have 21 hospitals rather than 12 previous to the campaign. 

In them last year there were 47,000 patients treated, of whom 
13,000 were not Christians. These had a chance to hear the story 
of the cross, many of them possibly for the first time. Nothing 
aay nee was being done for the aged ministers, while during the 
ast four years as a result of the campaign 925 had been helped 
and $414, 829.00 had been paid out to them. 

Wonderful, indeed, have been the results arising from the 
campaign, results which should make the hearts of Baptists rejoice; 
but the test of Baptist strengteh before us and the next severa 
months will speak much in tones that Baptists can not hush, either 
in commendation of their loyalty -to God or in commendation ©

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CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. This Association shall be called the Greene County 
Associajon of Missionary Baptists. 

Article 2. The object of this association shall be to carry our 
our Lord’s command, viz: “Go ye therefore and make disciples of 
all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Spirit, teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you, and I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” And especially to promote the Sunday 
School cause, to encourage a deeper interest in our denominational 
schools and literature; to encourage temperance; to use our best 
efforts to preach the gospel to the destitute, and to futher any and 
all worthy benevolent enterprises. 


Article 3. The membership of this body shall consist of 
messengers elected annually by the churches belonging to the 
association, with the pastors. 


Article 4. This association shall meet annually at a time 
and place decided upon at the preceding meeting. 


Article 5. It shall be the duty of each church belonging to 
this body to elect and send annually three messengers, together 
with a letter containing such information as may be required to 
make up intelligible tables of statistics. 

Article 6. The officers of this association shall be a Mod- 
erator, Assistant Moderator, and a Secretary-Treasurer, who shall 
be elected annually by ballot nd shall hold their office yntil their 
successors are elected, whose duties shall be such as develop upon 
such officers. . 


Article 7. There shall be a Mission Board consisting of one 
member from each church belonging to this association, such 
members to be appointed annually by the Moderator and approved 
by the association. 


_ Afticle 8. This Board shall meet while the Association is 
in session and elect its own chairman’and secretary, and attnd to 
any other business that may be necessary, and shall hold its meet- 
ings regularly thereafter on Saturday before the fifth Sunday -dur- 
ing the year This Bard shall have power to transact all business 
relating to the objects for which this Association stands. Five 
or more shall be constituted a quorum to transact business at any 
regular meeting. 


Article 9. This Association shall never exercise any ecclesiasti- 
cal authority whatever over the churches. 


Article 10. Corresponding messengers from other Associations 
and conventions of Missionary Baptists, and all brethren who May 


20 
be invited to seats with us are entitled to all the privileges of the 


Association except the . 34 to vote. 
Article 11. Before the close of the meeting of the Association, 


the Moderator shall appoint a principle and an alternate to preach 
the Introductory Sermon at the next meeting of the Association. 

Article 12. All questions coming before the Association shall 
be decided by a majority vote, except that it shall require a two- 
thirds vote to exclude a church, or alter the Constitution or Articles 
of Faith; and any such alteration shall be made only after one 
year’s notice thereof has been given, it being definitely understood 
that Article 1 shall ever remain in full force. 

Article 13. Every church belonging to this Association is 
expected to contribute regularly to the work of this Association, 
the contributing church or indivdual having the right to sperify the 
object to which the contribution shall be applied. 

Article 14, Every sitting of this Association shall be opened 
and closed with prayer. i 


ARTICLES OF FAITH 


1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Son and the Holy 


Ghost—equal in power and glory. 

2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old Testament and 
the New were writen by the inspiration of God, and are the only 
rule of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total de- 
pravity and man’s inability to restore himself in the favor of God. 

1. We believe that God chose His people, in Christ, before 
the foundation of the world, and that they are kept by the power 
of God through faith unto salvation endo to be revealed in the 
last time, 

5. Wevbelieve that sinners are justified in the sight of God 
only by the undisputed righteousness of Christ. 

6. We believe that the Gospel is God’s appointed means of 
calling sinners to the knowledge of the Truth; and as He has com- 
manded it to be preached to every creature, all are required to obey. 

7. We believe that good works are the fruit of faith, and the 
only evidence of justification; and that all believers will abound 
therein from a principle of love. 

8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, the just and 
the unjust, and the general judgment, and that the joys of the 
righteous and the punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 

9. We believe that a visible church of Christ is com of 
baptized believers only, who are covenanted to’ keep up a discipline 
agreeable to the rules of the New Testament Scriptures. 
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10. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only lawgiver of His 
church and eon overnment is with the church each member 
havin 1 rights i 

hi. We believe that Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are the 
only ordinances of the Church, and are to be continued until the 
second coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

12. We believe that immersion only is Baptism, and can be 
administered only by those duly authorized by the church, and 
that only believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the 
ordinance. 2 

13. We believe thai regularly Baptized believers only have 
a right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

14. We . believe that the churches compose Christ's visible 
kingdom on the earth, and they are independent of each other; 
choosing their own bishops, and other executive officers, none of 
whom may lord it over God's heritage. 


RULES OF DECORUM 


1. All meetings of the Association shall be opened with prayer 
and closed with prayer and benediction. 

2. The first order of business shall be the calling of the 
roll of the churches composing the same and the enrollment of 
delegates representing them. 

_ 3. No delegates can be enrolled until they furnish evidence” 
in writing from the church which they propose to represent, which 
shall be submitted to the Clerk. 

1. No business shall be discussed by the body unless it shall 
have been brought up before it by motion sustained by @ second. 

6. The Moderator may correct any speaker for misquotation, 
personal reflection, or indiscreet language. 

7. Any member feeling himself aggrieved by the ruling of 
the Moderator may appeal to the Association, when if it is sustained 
by a two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s ruling shall be reversed. 
8 AM members shall use the term “Brother” when address- 
ing or speaking to each other; and one failing to observe this 
rule shall subject himself to reprimand by the Moderator. 

9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended at any 
=-revular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote.
